It doesn't require military demonstration or action. 

It brings into play a greater force — the moral force 
of the free world. 

It is what is known as the policy of "quarantine." 

The concept was expressed in October 1937 in a 
speech in Chicago £y Resident Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
It was aimed at Hitler's threats and aggressive acts. 
The policy was stated by Mr. Roosevelt as follows: 

"It seems to be unfortunately true that the epidemic 
of world lawlessness is spreading. 

**When an epidemic of physical disease starts to 
spread, the community approves and joins in a quar- 
antine of the patients in order to protect the health of 
the community against the spread of the disease." 

Unfortunately, our friends in Europe hesitated. 
Some were carrying on a profitable munitions trade 
with the very government that was two years later to 
attack them. The tragic fact is that economic weapons 
were not employed effectively as government after 
government declined to use the embargo as, a means of 
isolating the aggressor. 

The "quarantine" policy as it would be applied 
now, would be aimed not at the people of the Soviet * 
Union but at their tyrannical rulers who are bent on 
dragging the nations of the world to the brink of a 
nuclear war. 
t The first. step is to call on the Soviet Union to get 
out of the Western Hemisphere, where it has all but 
taken possession of the Cuban Government. 

The next step is to demand that international Com- 
inutilsiu get out of all countries of the free world. 

Unless the Soviets discontinue their hostile acts, the 
only recourse the United States has is to withdraw 
recognition from the Soviet Government and to sever 
diplomatic relations altogether. 

This means that the Soviet Embassy in Washington 
would be abolished as the center of the most extensive 
apparatus of infiltration and espionage the world has 
ever known. 

It means, of course, withdrawal of our Embassy and 
its staff from, Moscow, but it also means, if it is to be 
effective, that diplomatic relations with the satellite 
governments must also be broken off. 

This would create new problems for Premier Khru- 
shchev and would help to stir up discontent inside those 
countries which are yearning for the time to arrive 
when they can throw off the Communist yoke. 



is meant the cutting off 
of commercial and financial intercourse with the Soviet 
Union and the closing of all our seaports and airports 
to the ships and planes of the Communist bloc. 

Our allies in Europe may hesitate to go along with 
us, but sooner or later, as the gravity of the situation 
dawned on them, they, too, would find it necessary to 
help isolate the Soviets. 

Certainly we should persuade as many Latin- 
American governments as possible to g<»t rid of all 
Communist ties and to cut off diplomatic relations 
with Moscow. What the Soviets hat£e done in Cuba, 
they can do in every country in this hemisphere, from 
Canada to Argentina. 

The Communist dynasty Carries on its devilish work 
by the use of gold converted into American and Euro- 
pean currencies. The time has come to block interna- 
tional exchange and disrupt, the mechanism by which 
Moscow reaches into countries of this hemisphere as 
well as Europe, carrying on subversive acts in violation 
of every pledge given by the Soviet Government when 
it obtained diplomatic recognition from the United 
States in 1933. 

Nearly every manifestation of so-called "national- 
ism," whether in Japan or Korea or Cuba or the Congo, 
has back of it to some extent the money and intrigue 
of international Communism. 

The downing of 17 of our planes by the Soviets, 
with a loss of 91 lives, reveals a serious breach of in- 
ternational law by the Communist regime. 

We entered World War I to assure freedom of the 
seas and*to protect Americans traveling in international 
waters. 

Just as the high seas are free to ev^ybody, so is the 
air over the seas also free. 

Shall there be no redress of the wrongs committed 
by the Soviets against American citizens traveling the 
airways? 

A "quarantine" means isolating the virus of 
evil in the international situation and preventing the 
germs of an epidemic from spreading into the free 
world. 

We don't want a nuclear war, but we, also cannot 
tolerate the world-wide operations of the Communists 
in the "cold war" which is slowly dragging us to the 
precipice of a hot war. The "quarantine" offers us a 
course of peace with honor and enables us to call on the 
peoples of the free world to emulate our example in a 
ide for human freedom.
